South Africa, he 
said, was particularly rich in animal diseaees, 
every species of domestic animal seemingly 
having one or more specially adapted for its 
destruction. The most important were East 
Coast fever, red water or Texas fever, biliary 
fever of horses, malignant jaundice of dogs, 
tsetse-fly disease, trypanosomiasis of cattle, rin- 
derpest, horse sickness, catarrhal fever in sheep, 
and heart water of sheep, goats, and cattle. 
he first known outbreak of East Coast fever 
in the Transvaal ocourred some three and a 
half years ago in the Barberton district. It had 
already produced an enormous amount of 
damage among stock, and was probably the 
most dangerous disease that the people of the 
Transvaal had to cope with at the present 
time. The disease only attacked cattle, but in 
them was an exceedingly fatal malady; in 
every hundred cattle attacked only about five 
recovered from the disease. The duration of 
the disease after the first symptoms had oc- 
curred was about ten days. The cause of the 
disease was a minute blood parasite, which lived 
in the interior of the red blood corpuscules, 
This parasite was carried from the sick to the 


piace in the fly’s intestine, a few trypanosomes 
multiplying to masses c7ntaining numberlees 
parasites within twenty-four hours.

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NAPOLEON III. AS 
PLAYWRIGHT. 


Few people know Napoleon IIl in any 
other capacity than that of the Emperor of 
the French, but it seems that he had 
claim to be considered a playwright. 
Alhambra Theatre at Brussels is at the pre-
